Kronek’s Trial. 


His Alleged Plan to Assassinate Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 


He Admits Having Thrown the Fatal 
Bomb at the Haymarket. 


Othern Eastern Dispatches—Opening of the Great 
Opiom Consp racy Case—QGould’s Scheme 
for a Gigantic Rai. way Trast—Rabbi 
Messing and **Big Bertha,” 


By Telrgraph to The Times. 

Noy, 27.—|By the “Associated 
Press.| The trial of Jotin Kronek, for con- 
spiracy to blow up Judges Gary and Grin- 
nell and Police Inspector Bonfield with dy- 
namite, continued today. 

The first witness was Frank Chleborn, 
ong of the conspirators, who turned State’s 
evidence and testified as to the circum- 
stances under which he first met the pris 
oner. Afterward he met Capek and became 
intimate with both. Lle was a frequent vis- 
itor at Kronek’s house. The last Sunday 
in May kronek told the witness how he had 
a great scheme to burn up a lumber yard, 
butit had been discovered. He had alsu 
missed a chance to kill Bonfield and was 
afraid he would never have another. Wit- 
ness testified at length concerning their ex- 
periments with dynamite, and then said 
that on several occasions Kronek had said 
that he must have revenge for the death of 
the Anarchists. He showed pictures of 
Grinnell, Gary and Bonfield. A German 
named Schneider told where Grinnell lived 
and showed a plat of Aldine square, and on 
July 4th Kronek, Capek and witness went 
in search of the house. They finally found 
the bouse and took a good look at it. 

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S ESCAPE. 

On his way home Kronek said President 
Cleveland had a narrow escape when on his 
visit here. At that time he (Kronek) had a 
bomb ready to throw at the Presidential 
carriage, Dut was prevented by Schneider 
and Nikolunda, Kronek’s plans were to 
kill Bontield first, but, on taiking it over 
with Capek, be decidedto put an end to 
Judge Grinnell first. He said that if no 
better opporiunity offered he would go into 
the courtroom and throw a bomb at the 
Judge. Then, if the police tried to capture 
him, he would use a bomb on them, and, if 

this failed, he had a revolver and would 
shoot the officers and then himseif. If he 
gota chance at Grinnell or Gary on the 
gireet he would use a knife. 
THE HAYMARKET BOMB-THROWER, 

Chiebourn admitted reiuctantly that he 
was an Anarchist and had drilled with the 
Lehr and Wehr Verein in old days, before 
the Haymarket episode. He also said that 
he bad gone to Capek’s house to receive in- 
structions in the art of making dynamite. 
He paid $2 for the lesson, but did not learn 
anything, Hie said that Kronek had told 
him on the trip to Riverside that he was the 
man who threw the bomb at the Haymarket. 
At first Chieboutn did not believe this, but 
after he saw the bombs in Kronek’s posses- 
sion he thought it was the truth, and a few 
weeks later he told Attorney Fischer about 
it. He had told no one else prior to this. 

At this point an adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow, 


GOULD’S LATEST SCHEME. 


Proposed Formation of a Gigantic 
Trust. 

CuicaGco, Nov. 27.—jBy the Associated 
Press.| A local paper says: “For several 
weeks past Jay Gould, C. P. Huntington, 
Charles Francis Adams, W. B. Strong and 
other railroad magnates interested in west- 
ern. railroads have been holding confer- 
ences in New York, in which Chairman 
Midgley of the Southwestern Railway As- 
sociation has taken a prominent part. The 
object of these conferences has been kepta 
profound secret. Saturday the announce- 
ment was made that the conferences had 
come to an end, and that an agreement had 
been made whereby the troubles among the 
southwestern roads would be ended and the 
rates be advanced from 25 to 35 per cent. as 
soon as possible. but the aunouncement 
was no nearer the truth than previous re- 

rts regarding the mysterious conference, 

he railroad magnates evidently desire to 
keep everybody in ignorance of the actual 
importance of the proposed agreement un- 
til all arrangements have been perfected 
and the new scheme put in operation. It 
has been learned, however, that the project 
contemplates nothing more or less-than the 
formation of a gigantic railroad trust, or 
clearing-house, comprising all the roads be- 
tween points west of a line drawn through 
Chicago and Milwaukee on the east, St. 
Paul and Minneapolis on the north, Colo- 
radoy New Mexico and Wyomirg on the 
west and Arkansas on the south. 

“All existing freight and passenger 
ciations within the territory hamed will be 


abolished and merged into a new ‘trust’.or, 


‘vlearing-house,’ as it is named. There 
will be an executive board of three which 
shall devote its entire attention to affairs of 
the clearing-house and be interested with 
all matter connected therewith. One of 
th@ three is to be elected chairman of the 
clearing-house and the other two to be 
known as vice-chairman of the freight de- 
partment and vice-chairman of the passen- 
ger department The chair- 
man. itis understood, is J. W. Midg- 
ley, who, under the terms of the agreement, 
would be a greater man than Commissioner 
Fink, virtually having control of the man- 
agement, so far as traffic affairs are con- 
cerned, of all the roads between Chicago 
and the Rocky Mountains.”’

Ex- 
Congressman Richard Crowley of Lockport 
appeared as his counsel, United States 
District Attorney Lock woed and his assist- 
ant, Mr. Hoyt, represented the Government, 
A jury was obtained in an hour, and Mr, 
iloyt opened the case, relating the story of 
the smugiing operations. 

The first witness called for the Govern- 
ment was J. Chondier Houghton, special 
agent of the Treasury ‘Department. 
testified to arresting, Gardner his 
cousin, Ephraim Red wobed, ane ating 
their trunks. He searched E phraim’s barn 
and found 780 pounds of = eoncealed 
amongst the baled hay. Four trunk 
opium were brought into court and idd¢ati- 
fied as the confiscated goods, 

Albert Rowland, Collector at 
Morristown, who was with Houghton when 
he made the arrest, corroborated his testi- 
mony.

burg, testified that Gardner had told him 
about a lot of opium being shipped to San 
Franciseo, and that if the matter of his ar- 
rest could be kept quiet he would teil at the © 
proper time who shipped it. 

‘The Government ciosed its case this even- 
ing, and ex-Congressman Richard Crowley 
of Lockport asked the Court to directa 
verdict of not guilty on the ground that the

AN OIL CASE. 


AN IMPORTANT CASE DECIDED 
BY JUDGE GARDNER. 


Juan M. Luge.vs. Kobert S. Baker, in 
Which One of Ex-Gov. Pico’s Deeds 


Case in the Superior Court. 


Judge Gardiner, who retired from office 
last Monday, gave as almost his last judicial 
work a decision in the eelebrated casé of 
Juan M. Luco vs. Robert S. Baker. This 
ease, which has been before the court in 
Department No. 2 for nearly a month past, 
is one not only involving extensive mate- 
rial interests, but also hinging on legal 
points requiring great judicial talent to 
properly determine, 

‘The Judge’s decision was in favor of the 
defendant and was accompanied by a writ- 
ten opinion of great length and legal erudi- 
tion, in pies > > he reviewed the testimony 
and elaborated the points of law involved, 
A brief synopsis of the casa is as follows: 

Robert S. Baker on May 22, 155, boaght 
of Jesus Hernandez and Ramon Perea a 
claim of 160 acres of fand on the northern 
slope of the San Fernando Mountains in 
ihis county He sold one half of it ‘o Ed- 
ward Beale and at once put one Saaford 
[.yon in possession o1 the other half, and 
Lyon remained there for a long time there- 
after, making improvements to the value of 
some $5000, till the place was eventually 
leased to Reuben Danton in 1876. 


On August 8, 1865, ex-Gov. Pio Pico, in |: 


conjunction with Baker, Beale, Lyon and 


in the San Fernando petroleum mining dis- 
trict. The claim was named the Pico Oil 
Springs, and overlapped the Baker property 
so as to include almost all of it. Neither 
Baker’s nor Lyon’s name was attached to 
the notice by themselves, 

May 21, 1877, Pio Pieo executed to Baker 
a deed of all his interest in the oil claim, 
and Baker in return delivered a written 


have his proportionate share of the net re 
ceeds of the oil springs, if there should be 
any. Baker was to devote the same care to 
Pico’s inserest as to his own, but was not 
to be held hable or responsible.by Pico or 
his suecesso 

he first deed by Pico contained an error 
by which the words “party of the first part’ 
were substituted for the words “party of 
the second part.”’ This error, it was con- 
ceded by both sides, would not invalidate 
the deed. 

However, on June 14th, 1877, Pico exe- 
cuted to Baker another deed similar to the 
first, except that the erreur was corrected, 
and a clause in the first deed, specifying the 
conveyance of the grantor’s interest in the 
vil claim to be the object of the deed, was 
omitted in the second one. No money |} 
passed between the parties as a considera- | 
tion. 

There was at this time an outstanding ac- 
count of Baker’s against Pio Pico and ‘his 
brother Andreas, lately deceased, for mon- 
eys advanced on lands. This account was. 
indefinite in amount and Baker had taken 
steps to collect it. hie 

On June 28, 1879, Beale and Baker @n- 
tered into a contract with the California} 
Star Oil Works Company, F.. B. Taylor and 
A. R. Davis, whereby Beale and Baker re- 
ceived 4286 shares of the company’s stock 
and $2500 in cash; in return _for which they 
transferred to the Star Oil Works Company

The California Star Oil Works Company 
entered into possession in the spring of 
1879, and subsequently placed valuable im- 
provements thereon.

On August 15, 1882, they 
conveyed this Government patent to the 
Star Oil Werks Company, 1n pursuance 0 
compromise agreement before men;

On the 9th of March, 1886, Pio Pico exe- 
cuted an agreement in writing transfer- 
ring to Juan M. Luco, the plaintiff in this 
action, all his title and interest in the 
agreement or ‘declaration of trust executed 
by Baker to Pico on May 21, 1887; also all

that the second deed from Pico to Baker 
was merely to correct the clerical error of 
the first one. He claims that the property 
is still held in trust by Baker, under the in-.

that Pico made the first deed.

Even 
if the claim, despite these adverse ci:¢im- 
stances, was valid, it was at that time of 
no established value, and was threatened, 
if enforced, “with long and hostile litiga- 
tion. Hence, even though the conveyance 
were intended by Pica as a gift to Baker, 
who had befriended him, it should not now 
be disturbed. 

The latter half of Judge Gardiner’s de- 
cision is devoted to an exhaustive examina- 
tion of legal precedents relating to trusts 
avd conveyances, concluding with a close 
inspection of the circumstances surround- 
ing the case, from which he concluded that 
the second deed from Pico to Baker cenveyed 
absolutely to the latter whatever incerest 
Pico may have had in the contested claim. 
This deed is also heid to convey back to 
Baker the interest of Pico to the trust held 
for him in the claim by Baker. Pieoin 
consequence had no interest of any kind in 
that property thereafter, and his transfer to 
the plaintiif Luco was of no value. 

In consequence of this conclusion it be- 
comes immaterial what Baker did with the 
property thereafter, or whether he procured 

is patent as successor to Pico, or upon 
rights acquired prior to the execution of 
that deed. It 1s also immaterial (if the 
above conclusion he sustained) whether 
Pico ever had any interest in the property 
or not.

It is no more the correct thing to 
take a too gloomy view of things about 
us than it is to invest them, in the 
mind’s eye, with too reseate a hue. 
The one is deceptive; likewise the 
other. The truer and healthier course 
is to endeavor to look at things with 
clear and unbjased mental vision, 
and judge them as nearly as possible| 
as they really exist. 

Tue has frequently had occa- 
sion to point out discouraging as well 
as encouraging facts bearing upon the 
development and progress of Southern 
California.

THE GREAT STORM. 


Many Wreeks on the Atlan- 
tiie Coast. | 


A Steamer Goes Down with All on 
Board Near Boston, 


Seenes of Ruin at Fashionable Sum- 
mer Resorts. | 


Incoming Ocean Vessels Have a Hard Battle with a 
Hurricane—Disasters and Loss of Life 
Numeroes on the Lower St. 

Lawrence River,

ConHaAssetr (Mass.), Nov. 27.—[By the 
Associated Press.] ltis reported here that 
the Philadelphia steam collier Allentown 
has foundered of this port. There seems to 
be but little doubt that the steamer was 
sunk on some of the ledges directly outside 
of this port. At about 2 p.m, on Sunday a 
number of people at the village heard the 
sound of a steamer’s whistle, and last night 
an immense amount of drift wreckage 
came ashore at Sandy Cove and on Sandy 
Beach, the marks upon which indicated 
conclusively that the wrecked ‘vessel must 
have been the Allentown. Several life- 
preservers and some other wreckage were 
Stamped with her name. The Allentown 
cleared from Philadelphia on the 2ist inst. 
for Salem, Mass., with 1669 tons of coal. 
She was commanded by Capt. Odiorne and 
had acrew of 18 men. The vessel is one of 
ttie Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron Company’s line of colliers. 

All day long wreckage of various descrip- 
tion has been coming ashore along the 
beach, and more particularly at Sandy 
Cove. Huge timbers, spars, cabin furniture, 
fine inside furnishing, chairs, life-preserv- 
ers and other articles appertaining to a 
steagmer’s outfit, and many of them stamped 
with the word ‘“Ailentown,” have been 
seen in the breakers off shore and found 
scattered along the water front. This 
wreckage tells too plainly that the fine iron 
steamer Allentown has been broken up on 
one of the huge sunken leages of this port, 
always a terror to mariners. Capt. Nathan- 
iel W. Treat, one of Cohassett’s oldest sea- 
faring men, and from whom the first jemj- 
mation of disaster came, said that r 
opinion. 
THE VESSEL HAD FOUNDERED, 
either on the sea ledges or on the Grampus, 
which are long, sunken ledges lying about 
three miles from the nearesr point of the 
mainland. If such is the case the vessel 
must have gone down with all on board 
within a very few minutes after striking. 
Since the early reports of the supposed 
catastrophe many of the ee have 
seep, and they say they distinctly heard the 
steamer’s whistles shortly after noon on 
Sunday, repeated at briet intervals for an 
-Miour or more, as if signalling for assistance 
or a pilot. It was so thick at the time that 
nothing could be seen at so great a distance 
from the shore, and if any observation 
could have been made no boat could live in 
the tremendous sea then prevailing. 

The schooner Lasona, betore reported as 
Stranded on Pleasant Beach, has gone to 
pieces. Her deck was lifted clear off the 
vessel and piled in a confused mass on the 
beach beside the hull of another schooner. 

SCENES OF RUIN. 

Summer cottages and similar structures 
on the water front are wrecked, and their 
ruins line the beach. Many of the beauti- 
ful drives to summer resideaces are washed 
away or badly gutted and covered with 
wreckage. . 

The great damage to land property is 
‘along Crescent Beach, between Green Hili 
en Gup Rock. Along this stretch is a line 

4iom 20 to 30 smail cottages, averaging 
in sizejahout 20x30 feet. There is not a sin- 
gie one of these that does net bear the 
marks of the terrible foree of the storm. 
Some of them were lifted from their foun- 
dations and carried back several feet. The 
total loss to property on this beach will 
reach many thousands of dollars. |
